3 Challegers to join counci

Three of the 11 seats on the City 
Council will turn over in the new 
session, but only one of them will 
be taken by a real political new- 
comer. 

Despite the  anti-incumbent 
rhetoric of social media and the 
wide range of options in the 22-way 
race, voters on Tuesday returned 
seven incumbent councilors and 
selected a former state represen- 
tative and former city councilor for 
two of the additional seats. 

Incumbent Councilor Cecil- 
ia Calabrese led the polling, with 
3,269 votes, the choice of 42 per- 
cent of voters. On Tuesday night, 
the 12-year incumbent credited her 
focus on issues and personal cam- 
paigning style as the factors that 
led to her win. 

“People recognize that I do my 
job, she said. “I do my job and try 
not to showboat.’ 

Also in the top four were incum- 
bents Robert Rossi, George Bitzas 
and Paul Cavallo. Rossi, who has 
finished closer to the middle of 
the pack in previous elections, said 
this year’s results show that voters, 
even when some may be frustrated 
by the pace of progress, do value 
the knowledge and skills of incum- 
bents. 

“That's why incumbents get in, 
because they have experience. I 
think weve got a good mix, Rossi 
said. He added: “It’s nice to know 
youre appreciated.’ 

Former state Rep. Rosemary 
Sandlin, who also formerly served 
on the town School Committee, led

finish, with 40 percent support. She 
was followed by incumbents Chris- 
topher Johnson and Gina Letellier. 
Dino Mercadante, who finished 
eighth, was the only councilor 
elected this year who had not won 
any previous election in town. 
Rounding out the 11-member 
council will be incumbents Antho- 
ny Suffriti and Joseph Mineo, and 
the third “newcomer” elected on 
Tuesday, Robert Magovern, who 
has served several terms on the 
council in the past and was the 
12th-place finisher — the first run- 
ner-up not elected to the council — 
in 2015.

in 2013, and admitted that his win 
this year took him by surprise. 

“Tm very pleased, Magovern 
said. “Tve won and I've lost, and it’s 
more fun to win. 

Magovern said he thinks voters 
considered his past service to the 
town, including helping to found 
the St. Patricks Committee and 
several years with the Rotary Club. 
Unlike the top 10 finishers, who 
also occupied the top 10 slots in the 
Oct. 10 preliminary election, Ma- 
govern jumped several positions, 
from 16th to 11th, to win back a 
seat. The difference may have been 
a “robo-call” endorsement by Gov. 
Charlie Baker. 

“Tt didn't hurt,’ Magovern said. 

Newcomer Douglas Reed was 
the 12th runner this year, 106 votes 


shy of Magovern. He started the 
day with high hopes for a win, after 
finishing 11th in the October vote. 
On Tuesday night, he said he felt he 
had done well for a first-time cam- 
paigner, and “absolutely” plans to 
run again in 2019. 

“We did put the incumbents to 
task and make them work harder,’ 
Reed said of both his campaign 
and those of the other unsuccessful 
challengers. “Maybe we made them 
work too hard.’ 

Two incumbents failed in their 
re-election bids on Tuesday, Don- 
ald Rheault and Richard Theroux.

Lemanski said counsel- 
ors from around the district 
— trained to help students 
when a death occurs that’s 
connected with a school — 
were sent to Doering the 
morning after Braedyns 
death. In addition, school 
psychologists offered sup- 
port to students trying to 
cope with the loss of a class- 
mate. 

Nearly everyone at the 
school learned about the 
tragedy shortly after it hap- 
pened through local news 
reports and social media. 
Counselors and Doering 
Principal Sue Federico, how- 
ever, decided students still 
needed to hear the news 
from homeroom teachers 
who read a prepared an- 
nouncement. 

“We thought it best to 
inform students immedi- 
ately at the start of home- 
room with teachers, rather 
than in a large assembly in 
the auditorium, said Fed- 
erico. Although teachers 
grieved with students and 
the community, Federico 
said they provided addi- 
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tional emotional support to 
students. 

Federico also briefed 
parents before students left 
for school that morning us- 
ing the district's messaging 
system, texts, and emails. 
Students needing coun- 
seling met in small group 
sessions moderated by two 
counselors. More than 200 
students sought counsel- 
ing, some multiple times. 

“Students shared many 
stories and fond memories 
of Braedyn, Federico said. 
“Many are upset that they 
wont have the opportuni- 
ty to show how much they 
cared for him. We explained 
that this is an opportunity to 
realize we have to kind and 
thoughtful to each other ev- 
ery day moving forward — so 
we all know how special we 
are to one another. 

David Fazio, Braedyn's 
homeroom, math, read- 
ing and English teacher for 
sixth grade, only knew him 
for a few short months. Lis- 
tening to other students 
talk as they were grieving 
and remembering Braedyn, 
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Fazio learned what a great 
friend he had been to so 
many students. “They talk- 
ed about how much he was 
always there to cheer them 
up, make them laugh, or just 


hang out.’ 
Added Fazio, “Ill miss 
Braedyns amazing and 


unique sense of humor, his 
caring and warm-hearted 
nature, and that big, quirky 
smile he always had on his 
face. Hell be missed very 
much by all of us, especially 
in homeroom 306.’ 

School librarian Sally 
Wylde, who had Braedyn 
in her library class once 
a week in fifth and sixth 
grade, said it was a pleasure 
to have him as a student. 
“Tm grateful to have known 
Braedyn, who always greet- 
ed me with his signature 
erin. Braedyn had a great, 
dry sense of humor. 

Fifth grade teacher Kar- 
en Negrucci called Braedyn 
“a kind-hearted, empathet- 
ic young boy” with a spring 
in his step and a genuine 
and contagious smile. She 
said he loved to write funny 
stories when he could “free- 
write’ in his journal. 

“When Braedyn shared 
his stories, other students 
perked up with anticipa- 
tion to hear what he came 
up with this time,’ Negrucci 
said. “He often used animals 
as his characters, naming 
them after his classmates.’ 

Negrucci said Braedyn 


read his stories aloud with 
humor, confidence, and 
pride: “Its that voice that I 
will remember in Braedyn.’ 

Braedyn showed empa- 
thy for all living things and 
was naturally drawn to sci- 
ence and nature, recalled 
Celeste Basile, his fifth 
grade science teacher. Her 
favorite memory took place 
on a cold morning last year, 
when Braedyn captured a 
beetle outside. 

“He carefully carried the 
beetle into school and placed 
it in the classroom terrari- 
um. Braedyn explained he 
wanted the beetle to have 
a safe and warm place to 
live during the winter. The 
compassion Braedyn had for 
others is what I'll remember 
most, she said.

“Braedyn was a good 
friend to his classmates 
and was always surround- 
ed at lunch and recess by 
a group of friends, the 
principal said.

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Community Center opens next week

Last week's organizational meeting 
for the Agawam Community Center 
may not have attracted a full house of 
prospective volunteers, but those who 
did attend made up for it in enthusiasm. 

‘Tm behind you all the way, said 
Agawam parent Holly LaDue. “I think 
it’s really important. Agawam needs it. 
There’s a lot of kids in the community 
who need something like this.’ 

LaDue was one of a handful of vol- 
unteers and supporters who attended 
the Nov. 2 meeting. The group discussed 
Vakny Chonmanys vision for the cen- 
ter, what programs would be available 
when it opens next week, and what fea- 
tures theyd like to add in the future. 

One popular suggestion among 
parents at the meeting was a dance 
night for young teenagers, to be held 
on a regular basis. 

“The Turnverein used to do a month- 
ly dance for middle school and junior 
high students. It was very well attend- 
ed, said Karla Young of Feeding Hills. 

Other potential programs include 
job fairs and business networking, 
and dance lessons in partnership with 
a local dance studio. 

To start, the Community Center 
plans to offer homework help and 
a teen drop-in area on Tuesday and 
Thursday afternoons, along with 
scheduled weekly classes for arts and 
crafts, youth fitness, adult fitness, 
jiu-jitsu, yoga, and monthly classes for 
financial skills, cooking and vehicle 
maintenance. Chonmany said he is 
still looking for more ideas for classes 
and programs to add.

Why low 
turnout 
this year? 


he ballots are counted, and the 
winner is apathy. 

The past two trips to the polls 
in odd-numbered Novembers have seen 
voter participation drop to its lowest lev- 
els in recent memory. Perhaps there was 
an excuse for folks staying home in 2015, 
with no mayoral contest on the ballot and 
Richard Cohen cruising to an eighth elec- 
toral victory. But this year, the mayors 
desk had an open seat, and voters had a 
legitimately tough decision to make be- 
tween two well-qualified candidates. 

Folks complain about how life has 
become “too political, but this year’s 
37.6 percent turnout in the first election 
in decades that promised a fresh face at 
Town Hall — not to mention the races on 
the City Council and School Committee 
— would seem to suggest otherwise. In 
what way was Cichetti-Sapelli not as im- 
portant a race as Cohen-Sandlin in 2011 
(45 percent turnout), or Benton-Cohen 
in 2009 (56 percent), or Cohen-Dawson 
in 2007 (48 percent)? 

William Sapelli won a broad mandate 
among those who did vote, but what if 
this election had been closer — whos to 
say who really has the people's support, 
when less than half of them vote? And 
what about the runners-up who might 
have made it onto the City Council if 
they could have turned out just over 100 
more voters? 

Town elections are the most import- 
ant elections of all, with direct impacts 
on your property taxes, home values and 
immediate quality of life. Those who vote 
are the ones who make the rules. If this 
dip in interest becomes a trend in 2019, 
it is the majority in town — the non-vot- 
ers — who will lose out.

He was attracted to the kiosk for 
Lawrence, where they were recruiting 
workers for the clothing industry. 

After he was settled, he sent for my 
grandmother, Sadie. They had five chil- 
dren: my father Samuel, his brother Lou- 
is, and their three sisters Sarah, Frances 
and Janice. Samuel and Louis went into 
business together in paper goods, dis- 
tributing napkins, paper bags, wrapping 
paper, etc. After they were each married, 
they went their own ways. Louis stayed in Lawrence 
and my dad moved to Haverhill. 

My dad married my mom Frances. I came first, 
followed by my two sisters Marilyn and Sheila. My 
father’s siblings also got married and had children. 
Our generation also married and had children. Like 
many other families of our generation, our children 
all dispersed around the country. 

One of my friends mentioned that his family was 
having a reunion to celebrate the 100th anniversary 
of coming to the country. I thought it was a good idea, 
so started organizing a similar reunion of the Berger 
family. About 70 of Gershon and Sophies descendants 
came to Lawrence, with some family coming from as 
far away as California.

so I went to paramedic school. All of 
this was done with my eye on being a 
firefighter. 

At the end of 1994, Fire Chief Da- 
vid Pisano started the paramedic 
program in Agawam and Calvi was 
one of the first paramedics brought 
on board. Since then, Agawam has 
been at the forefront of departments 
in Western Massachusetts with para- 
medic service. 

“In a lot of aspects this depart- 
ment has been a trendsetter for many 
things. We were the first municipal 
fire department to go paramedic in 
this part of Mass. We were the first to 
have an all-paramedic officer corps, 
said Calvi. 

Since then, Calvi has served under 
three chiefs — Pisano, Stephen Mar- 
tin, and Sirois. He is going to miss 
working with the guys that he has 
grown Close to over the 22 years he's 
spent in Agawam. 

‘Tm going to miss the guys. I've 
worked with the same group of guys 
since 1995. Weve had some old guys 
retire and new faces come in, but this 
has been a great department to work 
on. I've learned a lot,’ he said. 


Calvi will be taking a large step for- 
ward in responsibilities when he takes 
over the Springfield department. As 
deputy chief, his focus has mainly 
been on the day-to-day operations of 
the department, but as commission- 
er he will taking care of the larger 
picture, dealing with the budget, pol- 
icies, procedures, overall department 
administration. He will be using the 
knowledge that he has absorbed from 
Sirois as his deputy for the past five 
years. 

“Chief Sirois is a very organized 
individual and I've learned a lot of 
organizational skills from him, Calvi 
said. “I’ve learned a lot of good lead- 
ership skills from him as well. I’m 
looking forward to the challenge. I’m 
grateful that Mayor [Domenic] Sarno 
is giving me this great opportunity to 
lead the Springfield department into 
the future, and I’m excited for the new 
challenges.’ 

Agawam Mayor Richard Cohen 
was very complimentary of Calvis 
service to the town over the past two 
decades, and is sure Springfield will 
enjoy what he brings to the table. 

“I am very happy and wish to con- 
gratulate Mr. Calvi on being appointed 
to commissioner, Cohen said. “I wish 
him well and I know that he will bring 


the same professionalism, knowledge 
and commitment that he had in Aga- 
wam to Springfield. I thank him for 
his excellent service to our communi- 
ty, his friendship, and I wish him well. 
Iam sure Springfield will enjoy his ex- 
ceptional firefighter knowledge as its 
new leader. 

Calvi will remain working in Aga- 
wam up until the week of Jan. 24. 
When he departs for Springfield, the 
department will appoint an inter- 
im deputy chief while the search for 
a permanent deputy is conducted. 
Sirois will be working with the may- 
ors office and town Personnel Depart- 
ment to determine the best procedure 
for this process. He says they hope to 
have a candidate before Cohen leaves 
office at the end of the year, but there 
is no definite timetable yet. 

The position has historically been 
filled with a promotion from within 
the ranks, but Sirois said civil service 
allows for a competitive process to 
look at similar ranked officials from 
other departments. The mayor has 
finally say over who gets appointed. 
Sirois said if the town decides to go 
through the civil service process, the 
appointment may take months, and 
would have to wait until the next may- 
oral administration.

“Were going to be courteous, were going to be profes- 
sional, and were going to get things done, he said. 

He said the results of the election showed that voters 
want “unified government” and civility among their lead- 
ers. In particular, he plans to establish a more collegial re- 
lationship with the City Council. 

“Tt shouldn't be ‘us’ or ‘them, it should be ‘we,” Sapelli 
said. “They have to feel part of the team.’ 

When his poll-watchers confirmed that he had won the 
election, Sapelli’s first thought was about all the work he 
has to do to prepare to take office Jan. 2, 2018. He said he 
expects a smooth transition. 

“I have a very good relationship with Mayor Cohen, 
he said. “I need to pick his brain, meet with department 
heads, start talking about the budget process.’ 

Though he has “some thoughts and ideas on the man- 
agement of the town budget process, Sapelli said he wants 
to meet with key members of the current administration, 
and understand their ideas, before he starts pushing for 
changes. He said that’s what he did when he first became a 
school principal in 1990, and when he became superinten- 
dent of schools in 2011. 

“The first thing you have to do is go in there and meet 
people, he said. “You dont just go in and start doing 
wholesale change.’ 

City councilors who attended Sapellis victory rally also 
highlighted the budget and the mayor-council relationship as 
opportunities for positive change in the new administration. 

“I think we can work well with Billy, I really do, said 
Councilor Robert Rossi. “The response he’s had the from 
the City Council with his [School Department] budget pre- 
sentations, they re always well received.’ 

Newly elected Councilor Robert Magovern said he be- 
lieves Sapelli “will do a wonderful job’ 

Cichetti, who finished a distant second with less than 
one-third of the vote, will be out of politics for the first time 
in eight years when the new council takes office in January. 
He said he plans to complete his current term on the coun- 
cil, where he serves as president, but has not decided yet 
whether he will run for elected office in 2019. 

He showed up at Sapellis victory rally on election night 
to offer his congratulations. He said he’s ready to support 
Sapelli in any way he can. 

“Anything Bill needs, I’m a phone call away, Cichetti said. 

He said he has no regrets about the campaign. 

“We ran a hard race, said Cichetti. “We worked very 
hard, with a lot of good support.’ 

Sapelli said he was proud of the campaign he had run, 
which he said stayed “very positive” throughout. He said 
he was “a little disappointed” that a televised debate, in 
the last week before the election, included criticisms by 
Cichetti of him personally. 

When Sapelli takes office in January, he will be only 
the fourth mayor in the 28-year history of Agawam’s cur- 
rent form of government. Christopher Johnson, who now 
serves on the City Council, was the first mayor elected, in

November 1989, and served from 1990 to 1999. Cohen was 
in office from 2000 to 2007, and again from 2010 to present. 
Susan Dawson unseated Cohen for one term, 2008-09. Be- 
fore 1990, Agawam’s chief executive was a town manager 
appointed by the council. 

The 7,832 ballots cast in Tuesday's vote represented a 
37.6 percent turnout, according to Town Clerk Vincent 
Gioscia. That number is well above the 21.7 percent turn- 
out in the most recent town election, in 2015, but there 
was no mayoral race on that ballot. The last three times 
Agawam saw contested mayoral races — in 2007, 2009 and 
2011 — turnout was much higher: 48 percent, 56 percent 
and 45 percent, respectively.
